LONDON, Jan. 23 (AP)—Wins- 
ton Churchill declared today weat- 
ern Europe must unite quickly 
and seek a “realistic” settlement 
with Moscow before the Russians 
develop atomic weapons, possibly 
in a year or s0. 

Even'an early showdown “would 
not guarantee that war would not 
come,” Churchill told the House 
of. Commons, but, he said: “I be- 
lieve it would give the bést chance 
of preventing it and, if it came, 
we would have the best chance of 
coming out of it alive. I believe 
the best chance of preventing war 
is to bring matters to a head and 
come to a settlement with the So- 
viet Government before it is too 
late, 

“You may be sure the present 
situation cannot last. There are 
very grave dangers in letting 
everything run on and pile up un- 
til something’ happens and the 
matter passes all of a sudden out 
of your control.”

The United States today officially 
welcomed British Foreign Minis- 
ter Ernest Bevin’s proposal for 
uniting the countries of western 
Europe against the spread of Com- 
munism. | 

The State Department ed 
this statement on Bevin's plans’ 
announced to parliament yester- 


day: 

“Mr. Bevin has proposed meas- 
ures which will enable the free 
countries of western Europe fur- 
ther to concert with one another 
for their common safety and good. 

“As in the case of the recovery 
program the United States hearti- 
ly welcomes European initiative in 
this respect and any proposal 
looking to a closer material and 
spiritual link between the west- 
ern European nations will serve 
to reinforce the efforts which our 
two countries have been making 
to lay the foundation for a firm 
peace.” 

British Ambassador Lord Inver- 
chapel conferred at the White 
House today with Under Secre- 
tary of State Robert A. Lovett, 
after the regular cabinet session. 
He said it “would be a pretty good 
guess” the discussion involved 
Bevin’s plan. 

Inverchapel said he did not see 
President Truman, but Attorney 
General Tom Clark reported that 
about a fourth of the cabinet’s 
discussion was devoted to the 
Bevin plan.

More moderate in tone than 
either Churchill. or Bevin had 
Been, Attlee said he does not be- 
lievé’ war is “imminent” but 
added “there is no good shutting 
our eyes to the possibility.”

Churchill appeared fully recov- 
ered from his recent illness.

Governors to Urge Ap- 
proval by Congress of 
U.S.-State River and 
Soil Plan—More Funds 
to Be Sought.

LINCOLN, Nebr., Jan. 23—Gov- 
ernors of the Missouri river yal- 
ley states are preparing to go be- 
fore Congress in support of a com- 
bined federal-state program of 
$2,415,541,831 for development and 
control. of land and water re- 
sources of the basin for the next 
six years. 

The program was adopted unan- 
imously yesterday by the Missouri 
Basin Interagency Committee, the 
voluntary co-ordinating body of 
the federal and state agencies. As 
it stands now, subject to certain 
relatively minor corrections and 
revisions, it calls for $2,322,581,072 
for federal departments for the 
six-year period starting next July 
1, and $92,960,759 for the states. 

Adoption of the program marks 
a notable forward step in regional 
planning, with the objective of at- 
taining integrated physical and 
economic development. At the 
game time it has served to high- 
light the complications of action 
under the numerous independent 
agencies involved (in contrast with 
the idea of a unified regional agen- 
cy such as the proposed Missouri 
Valley Authority). 

Interagency Field Being Pushed. 

Although not specifically stated 
by the committee, it was plainly 
shown that Interagency's field now

is being pushed\markedly beyond | 


the confines of the Pick-Sloan

ck-Sloan was a combination of 
watershed projects of the Army’s 
Corps of Engineers and the Inte- 
rior Department's Bureau of Rec- 
Jjamation.

Health Commiasioner Dr. Joseph 
F. Bredeck will take the stand in 
defense of his policies of enforce- 
ment of the St. Louis milk or- 
dinance tonight at a hearing of 
the Citizens’ Milk Investigation 
Committee at Kiel Auditorium. 

These policies were "attacked as 
arbitrary and unreasonable by 
representatives of producers, dis- 
tributors and the Dairy Council in 
the first seven sessions of the 
committee’s hearings. Dr. Bre- 
deck heard himself defended and 
praised for the first time during 
the hearings at the session last 
night, which was devoted prin- 
cipally to testimony by represen- 
tatives of the St. Louis Consumer 
Federation. 

They contended that failure of 
the St. Louis milk shed to supply 
enough milk for the city’s needa, 
requiring large imports from other 
areas, was because of price poli- 
cies of the St. Louis dairies, not 
that Health Department enforce- 
ment policies had driven producers 
from the market. 


Prices Crtticized. 


Pointing out that the retail price 
of milk in St, Louis is one of the 
highest in the country, Mrs. W. 
Victor Weir, chairman of the fed- 
eration, said the group believes 
“the spread between the price 
charged the consumer and the 
price paid the farmer is unjustifi- 
ably high.” 
| The federation, she said, is 
“fighting underconsumption = of 
milk which results from the price 
being too high for many consumers 
to pay.” This statement was 
pointed up by Dr. Cecil A. Z. 
Sharp, St. Louis County health 
commissioner, who testified briefly 
after the federation witnesses. He 
gwaid that present high fresh milk 
prices were “counteracting all our 
health education work on _ the 
necessity of milk in the diet.” 

Dr, Sharp said patients of health 
department clinics in the county, 
representing usually very low in- 
come groups, were no longer able 
to buy fresh milk for their chil- 
dren. The department urges sub- 
atitution of canned = condensed 
milk, he said, but added that it is 
very hard to get children more 
than one year old to drink it. He 
made no comment on the work of 
Dr. Bredeck. 

Against Appeal Proposal. 

Mrs. Loretta Vrooman, chair- 
man of the milk committee of the 
federation, opposed producer-dis- 
4tributor proposals to set up A 
baord to hear appeals from rulings 
of the health commissioner, assert- 
dng that it was the intention of the 
ordinance to place enforcement in 
the hands of trained public health 
‘officials and that no appeal should 
be taken to persons other than 
‘public health officials. 

' “To blame the decrease in the 
mumber of producers in the mar- 
ket principally on the enforce- 
ment and interpretation of the or- 
dinance seems prejudiced,” she as- 
serted. “It is the duty of the health 
officer to enforce the ordinance.” 

Turning to prices, Mrs. Vrooman 
said it was difficult for her group 
to understand why there should be 
such great fluctuation in the price 
of butter and such lack of fluctua- 
tion in the price of milk, when 
both came from the same raw ma- 
terial. Butter, she suggested, is “a 
competitive item” while “the dis- 
tributor phase of the milk indus- 
try in St. Louis has many charac- 
teristics of a monopoly.” 

Gain From Price Boosts. 


She alleged that recent milk 
price increases have been all to 
the benefit of the dairies, with 
none of the increase going to the 
farmer or to the retailer. Further, 
she said, in May, 1947, when the 
price to the consumer went up, 
the price to the farmer went down 
and there was no increase in dairy 
labor cost. 
| Mrs. Vrooman also brought forth 
arguments she said might explain 
why neither dairies nor farmers 
‘are seriously interested in replac- 
dng milk imports with locally pro- 
‘duced milk. The dairies are placed 
“in an enviable position in buying 
in this market” by the existence 
of the outside supply available for 
purchase, she said, while as long 
‘as milk is imported, farmers must 
‘be paid the Class A price for at 
least 95 per cent of their product. 
| Mrs. Vrooman called for exten- 
sion of the milk ordinance to cover 
ice cream products and to provide 


for a double cap on milk bottles. | 


} Charges Trust Law Violation. 

Prof. Joseph Klamon of Wash- 
Ington University, marketing con- 
sultant to the federation, pro- 
duced and explained detailed sta- 
tistics on prices paid to farmers, 
prices charged consumers and the 
spread between them that re- 
mained with the dairies, docu- 
menting the statements of Mrs. 
Vrooman. 

He said he had “personal know!l- 
edge” of violations of state and 
federal anti-trust laws by some 
local dairies but declined to give 
the committee details because of 
the current federal grand jury in- 
vestigation into the matter. 

He charged that, despite the 
protests of distributor and produc- 
er groups that they favored the 
St. Louis milk ordinance, their 
actual desire is “to weaken, if not 
destroy, our present milk law.”

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan, 23—- 
Opposition to a move by the Mis- 
souri Public Service Commission 
to regulate rates and service of 
interstate natural gas pipe lines 
on direct sales of gas to indus- 
trial users in Missouri, was fore- 
cast today with the filing of some- 


what similar intervening petitions 
by several large St. Louis indus- 
trial concerns. 

A hearing on the jurisdiction, 
asserted by the commission as to 
the Mississippi River Fuel Corp, 
which serves St. Louis, and two 
other pipe line companies, will be 
held here Monday, before the com- 
mission, 

Intervening petitions were filed 
today by the St. Louis Car Co., 
Evens & Howard Sewer Pipe Co., 
St. Louis Malleable Casting Co., 
and Hydraulic-Press Brick Co., all 
of St. Louis, and the Pittsburgh 
Plate Glass Co. All of the peti- 
tionefs are large purchasers of 
natural gas from Mississippi 
River Fuel, under private direct 
contracts, ; 


Contention in Petitions. 

These petitions, with some var- 
lations, contend that if the Pub- 
lic Service Commission assumes 
jurisdiction of direct sales to in- 
dustrial users by the Mississippi 
River Fuel, and regulates the 
rates, they will be deprived of the 
right to negotiate, freely and with- 
out restraint, for their fuel re- 
quirements, on a _ competitive 
basis. 

It was asserted this would be 
detrimental to their interests. 

H, H. Luedinghaus, president of 
the St. Louis Malleable Casting 
Co., in a letter accompanying the 
intervening petition of his com- 
pany, said the company has oper- 
ated for several years under a 
direct gas purchase contract with 
Mississippi River Fuel. 

Both parties to the contract, 
he said, were “perfectly capable 
of taking care of their interests 
in the matter and the arrange- 
ment had been entirely satisfac- 
tory to us in the past.” 

The Public Service Commission 
last month issued an order stating 
it believed it had jurisdiction to 
regulate direct sales of natural 
gas by a pipe line company to in- 
dustrial consumers and other users 
in Missouri. 


In this order the commission d 


called attention to a recent ruling 
of the United States Supreme 
Court, holding the Public Service 
Commission of Indiana had au- 
thority to regulate such direct 
sales of natural gas in Indiana, 

' Show Cause Order, 

The order called upon the Mis- 
Sissippi River Fuel Corp., the Pan- 
handle Eastern Pipe Line Co., and 
Cities Gas Service Co, to show 
cause, if any, why the commission 
did not have authority to regulate 
their rates and service for such 
sales, and to require them to ob- 
tain a certificate of convenience 
and necessity from the commis- 
sion to operate as a public utility, 
as to such sales.

Harry W. Schuermann 
Accused \, of Owing 
$140,824,to U.S. on In- 


come for Four-Years. 


Harry W. Schuerniann, long 
known to police’ as one tof the 
city’s large policy game operators, 
was charged with filing false in- 
come returns to evade‘payment of 
$140,824 in federal taxes in an in- 
dictment returned today by the 
United States Dittriet@ourt grand 
jury. 

The indictment alleged that 
Schuermann reported an aggre- 
gate net income of $35,126 for 1942, 
1943, 1944 and 1945, whereas he 
knew that his actual income was 
$242,834. His taxes, instead of ag- 
gregating $10,776, should have been 
$151,600, it was claimed. . 


Federal tax investigators said 
the indictment stemmed from a 
year’s investigation of policy game 
operations in the St. Louis area. 


The indictment charged that 
Schuermann in 1942 reported net 
income of $15,513 when he actually 
made $20,589; in 1943, he claimed 
he sustained a net loss of $1354 
when he really made $32,945; in 
1944, he reported Income of $3682 
when it actually totaled $109,064, 
and in 1945, he listed income of 
$17,285 instead of $80,236. 

Schuermann, 44 years old, gave 
an address in the 1600 block of 
Jonquil drive, Webster Groves, 
federal agents reported. Although 
police say he is known to have 
operated four or more policy com- 
panies, his arrests and convictions 
have been few. In 1941 he was 
fined $100 by a justice of the 
peace at Lemay when he pleaded 
guilty of possessing lottery tickets. 

Another indictment charging in- 
come tax evasion returned today 
named Walter Richardson, cotton 
farmer of Marston, Mo. He was 
accused of having paid $3051 in- 
stead of $66,301 in taxes for the 
1941 and 1942 fiscal years by re- 
porting income of only $18,169 
when he allegedly made $131,504. 

Mrs. Jean R. Day, formerly head 
savings teller at the Maplewood 
Bank & Trust Co., was accused of 
embezzling $5538 from the bank in 
an indictment which also charged 
her with making a false entry in 
the bank’s books. She has told 
federal agents she juggled her ac- 
counts to cover up shortages 
which she said existed when she 
took charge of the accounts.

Interstate Commerce Commis 
sion representatives were present 
during the railroad’s investigation 
of the wreck yesterday but did not 
disclose findings, Brennan said. 

At the time of the collision, the 
Rock Island dispatcher’s office at 
Little Rock said the east-bound 
freight train was to have entered 
the Pulaski siding. 

Brennan said the road's investi- 
gators reported only that such or- 
ders were given to the passenger 
train crew and made no reference 
to the freight train.

At the morning session, Stassen 
presented to the committee five 
memoranda detailing grain pur- 
chases of Pauley shortly before 
Government buying sent prices 
skyrocketing. 

As the session reces8ed for 

lunch, Pauley, who once before 
had interrupted the proceedings, 
again leaped to his feet. 
Pointing his finger at Stassen 
who had put Pauley’s profits in 
the deals he detailed at more than 
$130,000, Pauley roared, with a 
flushed and angry face: “That 
man has cast innuendoes against 
me, and I demand a chance to 
answer his falsehoods. His 
charges are utterly false. I should 
be given an opportunity to have 
my day in court.” 
As he continued along this line, 
with the hearing adjourned, Stas- 
sen arose, muttered “Okay” in a 
weary voice and walked out of 
the packed room. Newsreel cam- 
eras ground and flashlight bulbs 
exploded as Pauley continued his 
harangue, but by this time most 
committee members also had de- 
parted and his words were for the 
reporters. 

Prior to Pauley’s second out- 
burst — the first time he also 
yelled “falsehoods” at Stassen— 
Stassen testified in calm and as- 
sured manner despite “hadgering” 
by Tydings and. Senator Green of 
Rhode Island, also a Democrat. 


The five memoranda Stassen 
submitted were designed, in gen- 
eral, to show that Pauley, wealthy 
California oil man, had bought 
grains and other commodities 
after his appointment as special 
assistant to Royall, and had made 
substantial profits when the Gov- 
ernment enlarged its food-buying 
program. 

In additin to Pauley, the memos 
listed the commodity operations 
of Ralph K. Davies, former dep- 
uty administrator for war and an 
intimate friend of Pauley; Mrs. 
Marie McHenry of Beverly Hills, 
Calif., Pauley’s mother-in-law; the 
Schuster Brothers of Gower, Mo., 
and a Mrs. Harriet Schuster. 

Stassen identified the Schuster 
Brothers as farmers near Kansas 
City, Mo., and said that one of 
them, Frederick L. Schuster, was 
an officer of Lehman Brothers, 
New York bankers. He said that 
Harriet Schuster is Frederick L. 
Schuster’s wife and lives in 
Ridgewood, N.J,. 


Stassen asserted he would de- 
velop his charge that “insiders” 
like Pauley appeared to follow a 
“pattern of commodity speculating 
operations.” In his first mimeo- 
graphed memorandum given the 
committee, he pointed out that the 
Agriculture Department’s produc- 
tion and marketing administra- 
tion in Chicago had _ reported 
in a bulletin an “off-the-cuff” talk 
Secretary of Agriculture Anderson 
had made to a group of Chicago 
reporters, Sept. 19, 1947, 

This official bulletin declared 
that Anderson had said that when 
the public finally became aware of 
the facts abuot the year’s wheat 
crop, the “bottom would drop out 
of the market.”

Pauley, he continued, 
promptly bought 100,000 bushels 
of July wheat on Sept. 22, for 
$230,475 and 100,000 bushels of May 
oats for $99,500. . 

“In the following week the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture purchased an _  extraor- 
dinary amount of wheat in the 
amount of 23,963,000 bushels, 
which compared to an average 
purchase of only 6,500,000 bushels 
per week for the preceding six 
weeks,” Stassen went on. 

“That same week the United 
States Department of Agriculture 
purchased 37,000,000 pounds of 
flour, compared with an average 
purchase of 13,000,000 pounds of 
flour the preceding six weeks. 


“The next week following, the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture purchased 1,295,000 bushels 
of oats, which was the first oats 
purchased for 18 weeks. As a re- 
sult, the price of grains climbed 
sharply. On Sept. 30, 1947, Mr. 
Pauley sold the 100,000 bushels of 
July wheat for $263,950, obtaining 
a profit of $33,475 on this one 
transaction in nine days’ time. 

“On Nov. 12, Mr. Pauley sold the 
100,000 bushels of May oats for 
$106,200, and obtained a profit on 
this one transaction of $6700.” 

Stassen submitted also carefully- 
compiled charts graphically show- 
ing, he said, how Pauley had 
moved in and out of the commod- 
ity markets in a pattern rhythmic 
with Government purchases of 
grains. 

In his second memorandum he 
declared: 

“On Aug. 25, 1947, Mr. Pauley 

purchased 300,000 pounds of March 
cottonseed oi] for $51,000. 
“On Sept. 4, 1947, the day after 
he became the assistant to the 
Secretary of the Army, Mr. Pauley 
made three purchases of Novem- 
ber lard—one of 50,000 pounds for 
$9100, another of 50,000 pounds for 
$9100 and a third of 400,000 pounds 
for $72,800. 

“On Sept. 11, the United States

Bankers should be cautious in 
the financing of wholesale stocks 
of used automobiles, because of 
the possibility that new cars may 
be available in a substantial quan- 
tity in the near future, Gary M. 
Underhill] of Washington said yes- 
terday in a speech at Hotel Jef- 
ferson. Underhill, who is execu- 
tive direétor of the Consumer 
Bankers Association, spoke at the 
mid-winter conference of the Illi- 
nois Bankers Association. 


“Wholesale financing is full of 
pitfalls, and you can lose your 
shirt if you don’t know what 
you're d@ing,”. Underhill -said, 
“Even if you do know what you're 
doing, you can still lose it. I per- 
eonally discount all this talk about 
it being two or three years before 
the average citizen can buy a new 
car on relatively short notice, 


“Manufacturers say it is the 
shortage of sheet steel for bodies 
that has held down new car pro- 
duction. If sheet steel ever loos- 
ens up, there will be a deluge of 
new automobiles. There are al- 
ready straws in the wind, Heavy 
duty trucks are in a buyers’ mar- 
ket. Used:icar prices have leveled 
off and started dropping. Oftf- 
brand new cars are prétty close 
to a buyers’ market. 

“When the turn comes in the 
mew car field, it will seem sudden 
to those who have not been 


watching closely. Certainly in the 


used car field, anyone who buys a 
valuation guide and then goes to 
sleep until the next edition comes 
out, may wake up some morning 
with a bad headache.”

no wrong.” 

The bishop, whose word is law 
among the Amish in this area, 
was arrested. yesterday on charges 
of assault and battery after a 
neighbor reported the imprison- 
ment. 

Sheriff Luther W. Yoder said 
Hochstettler readily admitted re- 
straining his daughter and led 
him to the unventilated room 
where she was chained to a bed. 

Custom, He Asserts. 

The Amishman asserted his 
daughter was demented and that 
he dealt with her only in accord- 
ance with Amish custom. He ob- 
jected also, he said, because she 
“refused to become Amish.” 

The old-order Amish sect is 
one of the most atrict of all re- 
ligious groups in this country. Its 
Members reject all modern con- 
veniences and wear black clothes 
with no decorations, not even but- 
tons. They do not beiieve in pub- 
lic institutions for the insane. 

The neighbor who notified the 
sheriff reported he had heard 
chains rattling overhead during a 
visit to the house where the 
bishop and his daughter have 
lived alone since Hochstettler’s 
wife died last November. 

Filth and Cobwebs. 

The sheriff said he found Miss 
Hochstettler crouched on a straw 
tick covered with filthy bed- 
clothes. Cobwebs hung from the 
eciling and the bedposts. He said 
she stared blankly at him. 

Neighbors said that she was 
normal when she left high school 
25 years ago. 
called, however, that she ex- 

ressed a desire at that time to 
eave the Amish church and the 
farm which her great-grandfather 
settied more than 100 years ago. 

They said her father began con- 
fining her to one room at that 
time and years later began tying 
her to the bed. 

Hochstettler told Yoder she has 
been chained to the bed for only 
three years. Before that, he said, 
he used, ropes. Yoder said that 
the daughter would be given a 
sanity hearing.

But It’s Not 


Funny to Some 


ATLANTA, Jan. 23 (AP)—Reactions, mostly favorable, were 
registered today to the theory advanced by Florida State University 
that inter-collegiate games, including football, might be played for 


fun. 

By coincidence, most likely, the 
Fiorida school’s proposal came 
just as the coaches and athletic 
directors of the Southeastern Con- 


ference were wrestling with a 
problem: How to meet the purity 
regulations of the new National 
Collegiate Athletic Association 
code? 

This code wants to keep foot- 
ball's rewards relatively uniform 
throughout the country. 

Cash Is Cash, 

In brief, deserving athletes can 
be given scholarships but no 
grants-in-aid. The latter is an 
8.E.C. practice of giving the boys 
a@ little cash—about $10 a month. 

So while Florida State, just re- 
cently turned co-ed, was disclosing 
it had suggested the little schools 
band together and play strictly 
amateur games, the S.E.C. heads 
were emerging from a six-hour 
closed session. 

From this session they brought 
a four-line statement in longhand 
which read:

Then full information must be 
given to the people to keep them 
aware of Red plans and aims. 
The democracies, being lovers of 
peace, as they should be, must 
guard constantly against the in- 
stinct to pacify, the desire to 
appease. 

My fear and the fear of the 
enslaved millions is that if Stalin 
were to say to the democracies, 
“We will hereafter remain behind 
the Iron Curtain of the Stettin- 
Trieste Line; we will not bother 
you further,” many democracies 
would breathe a sigh of relief 
and try to forget the millions of 
Europeans who have been chained 
by a totalitarian handful. 

For Using Agencies of Peace. 

It is important, too, that we 
make more use of the established 
instruments of peace. Russia has 
broken the agreements it signed 
at Tehran, Yalta and Potsdam; it 
has perverted the Atlantic Char- 
ter to which it subscribed, and it 
has, of course, violated each 
agreement it has signed with Po- 
land and other states which now 
have become helpless puppets. 
These ruptured pacts should be 
brought to the attention of the 
United Nations by the remaining 
parties to the pledges. 

The United Nations can be 
strengthened, of course, by the 
elimination of the veto privileges 
in the Security Council, a right 
which has enabled Russia to ob- 
.gtruct nearly all of that body’s 
e“forts to mend the chaos of the 
world, for the Reds know that 
out of chaos the specter of Com- 
munism will nearly always rise. 


There may be those who will 
aay that if the U.N. Charter is 
changed against Russia's wishes 
that Russia will resign from U.N. 
I wonder if that would ame 
such a tremendous calamity? 


One needs only to look through 
the minutes of U.N. proceedings 
to realize the striking manner in 
which the U.S.S.R. has used that 
organization solely as a sounding 
board. . Russia has no intention 
of quitting U.N. Why would it 
walk out completely on a means 
of spreading its propaganda and 
baseless lies across the front 
pages of the world’s free press? ‘ 


Marshall Plan Great Boon. 


World War II was like a terri- 
ble tidal wave that inundated 
much of the fertile soil of the 
world. In some places that tide 
has moved back. In other places 
it can be dammed up by spiritual 
and physical aid to the peoples 
who are still figuratively up to 
their necks in the flood. 

The Marshall Plan constitutes a 
tremendous physical boon to those 
people. It will do its share to 
restore fertility and vigor to the 
devastated regions. It will be, and 
is being, fought tenaciously by the 
Reds, for it threatens to elevate 
in some countries the greatest of 
all menaces to Communism—sta- 
bility and a better standard of 
living. 

But the spirit of the devastated 
lands needs lifting, too. The 
morale needs sustenance. 


My own country is an example. 
Its 24,000,000 people, who under- 
went fantastic hardship while re- 
maining in the Allied camp during 
the war, and who were promised 
freedom, are now wholly enslaved 
by what amounts not even to 5 
per cent of the population. The 
Poles sought to vote that yoke 
off their backs, and the vote was 
stolen, They looked to the Big 
Three to carry out the solemn 
promises made to what President 
Roosevelt once called “the inspira- 
tion of the nations—Poland.” But 
those pacts have been broken by 
Russia with only “paper protests” 
from the remaining parties to the 
pledges, and no one has dared to 
raise a protesting voice in U.N, 


For Meeting Lies with Truths. 


The Reds have adopted the old 
Goebbels technique of lying. Those 
lies must be combated by truths 
from the democracies. If they 
are not, then eventually the peo- 
Pile of enslaved countries will be- 
lieve what they are reading in 
their controlled press. 

The world cannot be divided 

ere human liberty is concerned. 
Ii, cannot exist half-free and half- 

ave, especially when the sleep- 

s determination of the half- 
slave section is to impose that 
form of life on the drowsily con- 
tented free half. 

And this, too, the democracies 
must always keep in mind: If Rus- 


sia today possessed A-bombs, bac- 
teria-bombs and other instruments 
of mass destruction, and possessed 
them in quantity and had the 
proper means of delivering thém, 
they would at this very moment 
be annihilating the United States, 
the British Isles and every other 
moral and physical force opposed 
to their ideology. 

So British and Americans to 
whip I have talked since my es- 
capé from Poland feel that Poland 
and the other Eastern European 
countries were politically perse- 
cuted by Russia begause we were 


+Hotly partisan peop 


these people say, 
stinctive enemies 
are bereft of poltical. beliefs. 

I can only repeat that Red per- 
secution recognizes no political 
faith. The world heard about the 
attacks on the Polish Peasant 
Party only because the party was 
organized and because some of us 
were privileged to lift our voices 
in indignation. In Poland, cer- 
tainly, those who belonged to no 
party were treated just as crimin- 
ally. Their voices were not heard 
because there was no organization 
through which they could speak. 
They were shot and hanged—and 
continue to be—in ghastly silence. 


“The Man Is Lying.” 
Stalfn makes a point of saying, 


in his interviews with Americans T 


especially, that Communism and 
Capitalism can exist side-by-side 
in the world today. The capitalis- 
tic states, he adds, can do busi- 
ness with him. 

From a political standpoint he 
is partially correct. Poland and 
Russia lived side by side from 
1921 to 1939. 

But from an economic view- 
point, the man is lying, and the 
free world should not be tricked 
into believing that since it sells 
only to the State, when selling to 
Russia, that trade with that coun- 
try is simplified. 

Russia today is a gigantic eco- 
nomi¢. menace to private enter- 
prise everywhere, It has killed, 
or ig in the process of killing, all 
private enterprise from Eastern 
Germany to Alaska. Unlike even 
the most radical Socialist coun- 
tries, it did not purchase the in- 
dustries it has nationalized, and, 


j unlike any other form of govern- 


ment, including the most radical 
sociklist form, it does not permit 
its workers the right to strike or 
quit or seek better pay. 

There can be no fair competi- 
tion for world markets if Russia 
is in the picture. Its output has 
been stepped up considerably since 
1939 and the millions of trained 
workers and professional men it 
has devoured in the more ad- 
vanced coyntries it has seized 
have given Russian production a 
quality it never before had. 

Stalin Has All He Needs! 

Russian trade agreements with 
the captive states are secret deals 
by which it is able to suck the 
sustenance from each country, fix 
variable prices to be paid for 
what it needs, rob one country 
of its raw materials*and force 


another and more industrialized | 


country to deliver’ the finished 
product, ‘ ’ 

Stalin, sitting on top of nearly 
300,000,000 human beings, directs 
their output as easily as a chess 
master moves a pawn. He does 
not need the products of the free 
world. He has yeverything he 
needs for war or peace. 

The West has demobilized. Rus- 
sia has nat. 

The West believes in the free- 


dom of labor. Russia exploits its |. 


tremendous manpoweps. 

The West's leaders can be re- 
moved from office if they violate 
the essential rights of their peo- 
ples. The Communist gang can- 
not be removed, and when Stalin 
dies there will be well-trained 
men to take his place. 

Do my personal experiences 
matter? They do not, nor do the 
experiences of others who have 
been forced out or persecuted dur- 
ing Russia’s new offense against 
freedom—Maniu, Petkov, Dmitrov, 
Nagi, Pfeffer and their like. 

Only this matters: Red Russia 
is at war against the dignity and 
place of the human being and 
against all governments which 
afford its citizens those rights. 

Unless the free peoples are 
warned, and unless they ade- 
quately prepare to fight this mon- 
strous evil, the whole world could 
become what chained and terror- 
ized Poland is today.

State Department's “Voice of 

America” is broadcasting to the 

world a series of bulletins on Nazi- 

Soviet relations which are deliber- 

ately so bare and dull that some 

observers fear the purpose of the 


revelation may be _ defeated. 


A policy of restraint was 
adopted as a result of decisions 
most levels. It is disapproved by 
project. 

The opening gun in the depart- 
ment’s campaign against Russian 
propaganda was fired yesterday. 
While remaining strictly factual 
and avoiding sensation, it might 
have recorded that _the non-aggres- 
sion pact which launched World 
War II was negotiated on the 
Kremlin's initiative; that Eastern 
Europe was partitioned between 
Stalin and Hitler with cold-blooded 
cynicism;,and that the Soviet 
Union, fatherland of Communism, 
was eager to join the anti-Comi- 
tern pact of Germany, Italy and 
Japan, and failed to.-enter the 
war as Adolph Hitler’s ally only 
because. the Fuehrer was revolted 
by the Kremlin’s exorbitant terms. 

Dry-as-Dust Summary. 
Using the short-wave facilities 
of all the globe and 23 different 
languages, the State Department 
chose to put on the ether a terse 
and dry-as-dust summary of about 
300 words. It began as follows: 
“This is the Voice of the United 
States, bringing you ‘& roundup 
of the latest world news. In Wash- 
ington, the Department of State 
has announced publication of a 
volume of German Foreign Office 
documents captured in the war. 
he documents, 260 in number, 
deal with Soviet-German relations 
in the per from 1939 to 1941.” 


The volume just published, it 
was explained, is one of a series 
concerning the aims and methods 
of German foreign policy which 
are to be issued “for the enlight- 
enment of world opinion.” 

The first two sections of the 
present volume, it was pointed 
out, deal with German-Soviet dis-! 
cussions leading up to ‘the non- 
aggression pact between the two 
countries. The partition of Poland 
and enslavement of the Baltic 
states was dismissed with. one 
sentence:

CAMPAIGN for union of the world under one government is 
booming in this city. Two hundred thousand citizens have signed 
pledges to help bring about this union, 


Many say that half a 


million eventually will sign—a large majority of the adult population. 

The movement, called Workers for World Security, is sponsored 
by an amazing variety of the most prominent citizens—Republicans 
and Democrats, Catholic, Jewish and Protestant church leaders, heads 
of the CIO, AFL ahd the Railroad Brotherhoods, educators, business 
men and industrialists, men and women in all of Cleveland’s social 


strata, 


Old residents say that never be- 
fore in time of peace has such a 
cross-section of the city’s groups 
joined in one cause. 

Hundreds of campaigners are 
talking thousands of their fellow 
Clevelanders into an international 
viewpoint—on street corners, in 
industrial plants, in offices, 
schools, churches and colleges. 

They carry 40-name petitions, 
Each signer is supposed to take a 
petition and talk 40 more persons 
into the idea,

Results have been spotty—-espe- 
Clally since the occupation started 
on a “no-fraternization” basis and 
then swung around to co-opera- 
tion with the Germans in the 
establishment of a strong, anti- 
totalitarian democracy, Further- 
more, while the top organization—

Mistakes were made. Among the 
most serious was the failure to 
recognize the German  under- 
ground—those who tried to do 
something about Hitler while he 
was in power. These people greet- 
ed the arrival of American forces 
as a true liberation, but they soon 
were sadly disillusioned. 


Another mistake—hardly 
Armys’ fault—was the rapid re- 
duction of our forces in Germany. 
At present, there are only about 
100,000 Americans in the United 
States zone. Thus, despite the 
complex organizational charts 
which seem to cover just about 
everything, the human machinery 
they represent has relatively few 
— with the people it con- 
trols, 


Many a German villager sees an 
American only when he catches 
a fleeting glimpse of a member 
of the constabulary racing along 
the autobahn in a jeep. 


Many Civilians Hold Jobs. 


More and more jobs have been 
turned over to civilians, Some 
of * these -—- for example, former 
Representative LaFoliette of Indi- 
ana who now is military governor 
of Wuerttenberg-Baden—-are firat- 
rate. Others, unfortunately, are 
not. The latter are in Germany 
for a variety of reasons not in- 
cluding the desire to do a good 
job. With limited earning power 
at home, they are attracted by the 
chance to ratfle around in a big

T turned over to the State Department—is one for which the Army 
was not well prepared, but which it is slowly mastering. Without 
very specific directives, the military often has had to play by ear. 
The assignment was considered to be a holding operation—to be 
carried on until soldiers were relieved by civilian administrators. 
But when they found themselves stuck with the job month after 
month, Gen. McNarney and Gen, Clay simply had to set some 


requisitioned house, to employ 
chauffeurs and servants for a 
song, to eat the excellent low-cost, 
meals provided by the Army, and, 
in general, to be members of a 
protected, snobbish little elite, pro- 
tected by barbed wire from “con- 
tamination.” 


They know astonishingly little 
about their work. Some hide hbe- 
hind signs reading “Germans not 
allowed here”—signs all too remi- 
niscent of earlier ones under the 
Nazis which read “Jews not al- 
lowed Lere.” A few, at least, 
ought to be sent home promptly~ 
for example, the captain from 
Tennessee who settled everything 
by loudly declaring: “All Germans 
are just like Niggers—only worse. 
They ought to be treated the way 
we treat Niggers at home—plenty 
rough.” 


Most Americans,* however, are 
deeply touched by the suffering 
around them, From generals to 
G.I.s, they contributed generously 
to give Christmas parties for 
thousands of German children. 
The G.Y.A.—German Youth Activ- 
ities—is an outgrowth of the spon- 
taneous efforts of young Amer- 
icans to help German youngsters 
to teach them baseball, and to be- 
friend them in dozéns of heart- 
warming ways. G.I.s pick up 
their ration of chocolate bars in 
the PX just to give this candy to 
children along the street. But this 
does not gloss over the fact that 
the United States needs in Ger- 
many more and better trained 
men-—men willing to stay on the 
job instead of being preoccupied 
with the thought of getting home 
as soon as possible. 

Lack of competence and suffi- 
cient direction has tended to build 
up a bureaucracy of red tape and 
paper work. This helps to post-

Prelude to Disaster 


Few chapters in the sordid history of secret 
diplomacy can rival the story of the Nazi-Soviet 
pact, as revealed by German documents. now 
made public. The outlines of the plot could well 
have been conceived in the treacherous mind of 
Niccolo Machiavelli, and its execution entrusted 
to such a master of duplicity as the Count de 
Talleyrand. Indeed, the principal characters in 
the murderous drama-——Stalin, Hitler, Ribbentrop 
and Molotév—perhaps excelled their classical 
counterparts. 

In the spring of 1939, Hitler's war plans were 
fast maturing, a fact which must have been ap- 
parent to the Kremlin. A continent was about 
to be carved, maybe even a world. Hitler 


wanted to be free to attack the West and his 
emissaries found a strange welcome in Moscow, ~ 


This is the Moscow whose philosophy had been 
compressed into the slogan: ‘We are opposed to 
war and to Fascism.” Nazism was the quintes- 
sence of both these things, yet with cold cynic- 
ism Stalin decided to do business with Hitler. 
As early as April, Alexei Merekalov, Soviet 
Ambassador to Germany could assure Baron von 
Weizsaecker of the Nazi Foreign Office that the 
Soviet Government never permitted ideological 
differences to influence its foreign policy. He 
could coo to the Baron that there was no reason 
why the relations between the Soviet Union and 
the Third Reich should not be normal, why, .in- 
deed, they could not grow warmer and warmer: 


Here was a supposed disciple of Karl Marx, 
who had called upon the workers of the world to 
throw off their chains, offering the hand of 
friendship to the representative of one of the 
bloodiest tyrants the world ever knew. The 
talks between the two nations began in the sup- 
posedly innocent field of trade agreements. In 
Moscow at the same time was the Anglo-French 
mission, also interested in trade agreements. 
Actually, both missions were jockeying for Rus- 
sian support in the war that was so soon to 
come. | 

The Kremlin had the choice between throwing 
its influence on the side of Western civilization, 
as typified by the British and French, or to the 
megalomaniac Hitler—the man who stood for 
both war ‘and Fascism, There were talks and 
dinners and gay parties between the Russians 
and their new friends from Berlin. But at the 
simultaneous meetings with the Anglo-French 
Mr. Molotov sat “like a bump on a log”. and 
snapped his sullen refusals to their proposals. 
With the Germans; on the other hand, he became 
“very communicative and amiable.” 


As the spring and summer dragged on, the 
Germans became impatient and Von Ribbentrop 
brought matters to a head on Aug. 14, making 
specific suggestions for an agreement and asking 
to be invited to Moscow. Molotov was “quite 
unusually compliant and candid.” Cordial 
greetings were exchanged by Hitler and Stalin. 
On Aug. 23, the non-aggression pact was gigned. 
Hitler was free to go to war. Russia—dedicated 
to anti-imperialism—was free to grab the areas 
of Eastern Europe it desired. 

What a wondrous deal! That night the vodka 
ran in streams and the caviar came in buckets, 
Stalin lifted his glass to say: “I know how much 
the’ German nation loves its Fuehrer; I should 
therefore like to drink his health.” Flushed 
with success and merrily bold, Ribbentrop ven- 
tured to repeat a Berlin joke—that “Stalin will 
yet join the anti-comintern pact.” That was the 
Japanese-Italian-German pact that vowed eter- 
nal war against Communism. 


And now words began to be translated into 
deeds. From Russia's vast storehouse, goods be- 
gan to flow to Germany. Grain, oil, cotton, cop- 
per, tin and nickel went to feed the Nazi war 
machine. Across Siberia came precious cargoes 
of natural rubber, It would not be long before 
the rubber woufd roll back to Russia in the tires 
of the Panzer tanks. Meanwhile, Russia began 
to collect dividends by taking over the Baltic 
states, half of Poland, Bessarabia and Northern 
Bukovina, * 

Things were going well for Hitler, and after 
the fall of France, Molotov beamingly sum- 
moned the German Ambassador to offer “the 
warmest congratulations of the Soviet Govern- 
ment on the splendid success of the German 
armed forces.” The honeymoon was at its height, 
but soon it began to sour. Since Hitler was pre- 
occupied with his war in the West and with the 
unconquered bastion of Britain, it seemed timely 
for Stalin to present his friend with a new list 
of demands—control of the Dardanelles, exfen- 
sion of Russian influence through the Persian 
Gulf to the Indian Ocean, renunciation by the 
Japs of oil and’coal in Northern Sakhalin. 


Hitler had had enough. Secretly he ordered 
the Wehrmacht to prepare to wipe out the Soviet 
Union. On Jtine 21, 1941, the Fuehrer told Mus- 
solini that war had been decided upon and that 
“again I feel spiritually free.” No more vodka 
and caviar. No more cordial messages. The 
blood of millions of men was now to be shed in 
Fastern Europe to pay the price of corrupt 
diplomacy. 

Surely, mankind must recoil in horror at thé 
story the secret documents tell.

One former military man after another has been 
put_in high place in the Government service. If 
it becomes possible to place Army officers in 
such posts without taking them at least tempo- 
rarily out of the military service, this tendency 
would be greatly accelerated. 

Since Gen, Kuter has said that his acceptance 
of the CAB chairmanship appointment is condi- 
tioned upon staying in the Air Force, there is no 
occasion to consider him longer. Let Mr. Tru- 
man now go out and seek the best civilian he can 
find for the post. 

This is not in the least a discredit to Gen. 
Kuter. His record shows clearly that he is a 
brilliant officer. In fact, he is so valuable where 
he is that it could be questioned whether he 
should have been nominated to the CAB in the 
first place. The Air Force is our first line of 
defense. Its responsibilities, in a world so an- 
eertain as this one today, will grow the greater. 

While the President is seeking a new nomina- 
tion to be substituted for that of Gen. Kuter, he 
should consider the personnel of the CAB as a 
whole. For a majority of the places on the five- 
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member board are as good as vacant. In addi- 
tion to the chairmanship vacancy, there is the 
vacancy caused Jast fall by the resignation of 
Member Clarence M. Young. Member Harllee 
Branch has just annouhced his resignation, ef- 
fective May 1. So the CAB may be said to con- 
sist of the vice chairman, Oswald Ryan, and lame 
duck Josh Lee. ‘Without derogation to. Mr. 
Ryan, that isn’t much of a board. 

The situation, however, has its good side. For 
the President now has a chance to reconstitute 
the CAB with strong, able men who will be alert 
to ‘keep policies abreast of needs and quick to 
work for the best kind of administrative, inspec- 
tion and enforcement system at the top. This 
would include an independent Air Safety Board. 
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More Power for the ICC 


The Interstate Commerce Commission has the 
ayithority to compel railroads to install a num- 
ber of safety devices. It does not believe it has 
the authority to compel.them to install radio. 
It does not*believe it has the authority to adopt 
and maintain rules and regulations which the 
commission considers essential to safe railroad- 
ing. It can advise with the railroads about rules 
an@ regulations, but advice can either be ac- 
cepted or ignored. . . 

The railroads have customarily ignored the 
ICC’s advice. The dnly way the ICC has been 
able to get them to act has been to issue manda- 
tory orders. Since the ICC is charged with re- 
spensibility for the safe operation of the rail- 
roads, it ought to be empowered to order (not 
merely advise or recommend) the devices and 
methods it regards as essential to safety. 

A bold interpretation of the Interstate Com- 


- merce Act might hold that the ICC already pos- 


sesses the authority to compel the railroads to 
adopt radio communication and to accept its ad- 


vice on rules and regulations. The act empowers 


the commission to “order any carrier within a 
time specified . . . to install the block signal 
system, interlocking, automatic train _ stop, 
train control, and/or cab signal devices, 
and/or other similar appliances, methods and 
systems intended to promote the safety of rail- 
road operations...” 

“Other similar appliances, methods and sys- 
tems"’ would seem broad enough to cover radio 
and operating practices if the ICC were pushing 
its powers to the limit. One of the commission's 
shortcaqmings, however, is that it hasn't used its 
existing powers sufficiently. 

Ambiguity in Congress’ mandate to the ICC 
should not be allowed to become an excuse for 
inaction. There is every reason for Congress to 
enact legislation which will make it perfectly 
clear that the ICC has powers equal to its re- 
sponsibilities. The ICC then can proceed with 
more self-confidence} and if it does not do so it 
will have no defense against criticism. 
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_ Score for the Merit System 


In ordering reinstatement with retroactive pay 
for 131 city employes who appealed from the 
economy firings of last fall, the municipal Civil 
Service Commission shows respect for the law 
it administers. It gives proof that security of 


‘tenure under the merit sy¥@tem is not a mere 


fiction to be set aside at an official's will. It 
confirms some of the attraction of steady em- 
ployment which the public service must offer to 
find and keep capable personnel. 

The decision also speaks well for ‘the commis- 
sion’s own quality. The city is in a real financial 
jam; the commission might have fabricated a 
legal-sounding excuse to avoid reinstatements, or 
at least to withhold back pay. It shunned the 
temptation. It fairly construed the intent of the 
civil service amendment, which is that municipal 
problems must not be solved by indiscriminately 
throwing the cost on employes. 

We hope that Mayor Kaufmann will gracefully 
accept the commission’s verdict and that the 
precedent will hereafter deter Mayors. and 
Boards of Aldermen from repeating his error. 
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Care for Our Own? 


If St. Louis had the money, Representative J.. 


S. N. Farquhar’s proposal to turn the direct 
relief burden back .to local governments would 
find much St. Louis support. We cherish no il- 


. Jusion that the Board of Aldermen would be 


eager to provide for the few thousand St. Louis- 
ans whose infirmities defeat their efforts to 
maintain themselves, It seems certain, however, 
that the pressure of civic conscience would pre- 
vail on the Aldermen much more than it ever 
has on the Legislature, 

The trouble is St. Louis, and a number of the 
state’s urban counties, do not have the money. 
St. Louis already runs an alarming deficit. The 
federal and state governments monopolize the 
best tax sources. Hence local governments 
could afford to assume the burden only if the 
state surrendered some of its sources to them. 
Until the Legislature offers that, any suggestion 
that the. communities take over will not. be in 
good faith, It will be a move to evade the 
critics who harp on the shame of shoveling out 
money to politically powerful old-age pensioners 
but providing subnorma]l living standards for the 
helpless. 

The shame is real. The Legislature cannot 
evade it. Nothing will wipe it out except to pro- 
vide minimum relief needs instead of half the: 
minimum, which the Legislature is again on the 
way to doing. 
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Tyranny of the Rules Committee 

Session after session, the House Rules Com- 
mittee is the bottleneck for some bills which 
should go to the floor for a vote. Right now 
the committee, under the chairmanship of Re- 
publican Representative Leo E. Allen of Illinois, 
is performing much as it did in the New Deal 
days when John J. O'Connor of New York was 
leader of the obstructionist gang. One worthy 


measure being held up is the bill to provide. 


universal military training. 

This bill has heen reported out favorably 
by the House Armed Services Committee, It 
has the support of many members on both sides 
of the chamber. Yet the prospect now is that if 
it goes to a vote it will only be because 218 nfem- 
bers have signed a petition to take the bill out 
of the control of the Rules Committee. 

This is drastic action and should be resorted 
to only when absolutely necessary. It is to be 
hoped that start of circulation of a petition 
would be enough to move the Rules Committee 
to act. Meantime, the Republican leadership 
should put itself on record. Thus far, the near- 
est to a stand is Speaker Martin's meaningless 
remark that he favors.“abolition of compulsory 
military training by all nations”! 
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The smallness of present-day dwellings Is de- 
plored by a speaker. It isn't the smallness “of 
the houses that hurts so much as it is the small- 
ness of the people that have them for sale,

Before the New Deal 


The “ffee competitive enterprise sys- 
tem” is certainly enterprising, but it is 
neither entirely frea nor entirely competi- 
tive in any sense the classical economists 
recognized, The economic system that pro- 
duced 235 billion dollars worth of goods in 
1947 bears little relation to the laissez faire 
of nineteenth century England, the mono-

A glance at classical factors in the capi- 
talist ideal suggests how far the reality 
has, by now, departed from the theoretical 
pattern, Private ownership and control of 
the means of, production? Yeas, in large 
measure, but here is also public owner- 
ship and control in certain areas, and there 
are even power plants publicly owned and 
tied into private power lines. 

Production automatically governed by the 
profit motive? This question produces more 
questions than answers, Taxes on profits 
and private incomes soar with size and

Dependence on the price system as a 
means of allocating resources and equating 
supply and demand? The price system acts 


,. not freely, but under controls imposed by 
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business, by labor, by governments, both 
atate and federal. Rent controls are im- 
posed ®y nation and state,. The price of a 
fur coat in New York includes 20 per cent 
federal tax and 2 per cent city tax, while 
if the purchaser goes home with it?to Con- 
necticut she may also be liable to a 3 per 
cent state tax. 


Private Price Deals 


Price agreements within industry are 
illegal, but General Electric's recent cut in 
prices shook the market, Prices on tooth 
brushes, shaving creams and other trade- 
marked articles may be set by the manu- 
facturer and must be kept by the retailer 
under penalty of state law, The recent 
rise in the cost of travel between New York 
and Boston had to be approved by the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission. The use of 
prefabricated houses to cut building coata 
has been blocked by the antiquated bulld- 
ing codes of many towns. 

Ideally, a capitalist economy should he 
composed of a large number of small com- 
peting units, This one is composed of such 
Organized groups as United States Steel, 
Standard Oil, the Farmers’ Union and two 
great labor federations with 13,000,000 mem- 
bers, as well as the corner grocery and 
emnil-town drugstores.

Personal Sacrifice. 


Now, obviously, Mr. A. is a 
wealthy man—self-made, it hap- 
pens. This is not to enlist sym- 
pathy for Mr. A, nor was he seck- 
ing sympathy. In fact, he prob- 
ably would have stayed on in the 
Government if so many axes had 
not been whetted for him. 

But this case does illustrate, it 
gcems to me, the penalty that a 
Washington job exacts. While Mr. 
A. could have lived for a lot less 
than $20,000 a year in Washington, 
as a responsible official he could 
not hide out in a hall bedroom. 
The kind of sacrifice made by a 
Man on a lower income level may 
be even greater, since it may mean 
giving up a private job to come to 
Washington with no assurance 
that he will be able to get the job 
back.

Now; with no such imperatives, 
violence ceases to be directed to- 
ward any comprehensive ends. It 
exists in its own right, as an end 
in itself; and its form is terror, 
the meanest, most feckless form 
of war. For the sake of creating 
new communities or restoring old 
ones, the essence of community— 
which is fraternity—is dynamited. 

In Palestine, terror makes it im- 
possible to create any community 
—Jewish or Arab—for none who 
steps forth from his house is cer- 
tain he will return.

PAGANIN. QUARTET 
SCORES A SUCCESS 


Second Concert Wins En- 
thusiastic Approval of a 
Judicious Audience. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN . 

The Paganini Quartet played 
its second concert of the season 
last night in the Sheldon Me-, 
morial Auditorium and scored an 
emphatic success with an audi- 
ence that again filled the house. 
As the audience was weighted 


heavily with amateur and profes- 
sional musicians, its concentrated 


attention and enthusiastic ap- 


proval had more than an ordi- 
nary significance. The profes- 
sionals on the stage evidently felt 
that the saturation point of their 
listeners was higher than usual 
because, when an encore was de- 
manded at the close of the con- 
cert, they responded by playing 
a Mozart Quartet in its entirety, 

The illness of Robert Maas, the 
quartet’s cellist, necessitated his 
replacement by Gabor Rejto, 
formerly with the Lener and Gor- 
don ensembles. This change in 
personnel made no appreciable 
difference in the interpretive 
style of the group. But whether 
for that reason, or some other, 
the ensemble did not have the 
same mellow consistency as pre- 
viously, when it played the. 
Beethoven Quartet in F Minor, 
Opus 95, which opened the pro- 
gram. Nevertheless it was given 
an incisive and ruggedly strong 
performance. The striking con- 
trasts of the first three move- 
ments, that were nevertheless per- 
vaded by an over-all coloring of 
deep seriousness, were trans- 
mitted with an intensity that 
taxed, at times, the physical ca- 
pacities of the instrument. The 
conception was always clear and 
the communication direct and in- 
timate. 

The virtuoso qualities of the en- 
semble were most strikingly dem- 
onstrated, however, in the Ravel 
quartet. This reviewer can not 
recall a performance that ex- 
ploited so fully all of the posibili- 
ties of this composition—its clar- 
ity of outline, and coloristic har- 
monies; its humor,@antasy and 
sentiment. The slow movement, 
remarkable technically for its pre- 
cisively controlled dynamics, had 
at the same time a rare and touch- 
ing poetic delicacy. 

The listed program was com- 
pleted with a vigorous, resonant 
but finely balanced performance 
of Bela Bartok’s Quartet -in A 
Minor. ‘Though highly personal 
in its idiom there was nothing in 
its harmonies, or in its bold and 
free exploitation of its material, 
that made it forbidding. What 
it meant to the composer can only 
be surmised, It may be inferred, 
however, that he was concerned 
with nature and man in their 
elementary manifestations rather 
than with abstract ideas. Rich 
sonorities, strong emphasis and a 
stimulating complex of rhythms 
all contributed to that impression. 
Before launching into the Mo- 
zart Quartet, Henri Temianka, 
first violinist, inquired if the au- 
dience would like to hear it all. 
The answer was a spontaneous 
affirmative.

A number of additional raids 
had been planned, he said, but 
were not carried out because 
adulteration was shown in only 
four of the places visited, and be- 
cause word apparently had been 
sent out to other owners by those 
who had been visited first. 

Places where tests indicated

Actually, this attitude can mili- 
tate against German re-education. 
At Munich University, Prof. 
Clemen, a_ distinguished Cam- 
bridge scholar, is unable to give 
courses in Amertcan literature be- 
cause he cannot obtain texts or 


books for collateral reading. 
Here, certainly, a missed oppor- 


school. Future tourists may com- 
plain that the makeshift architec- 
ture is hardly in keeping with its 
magnificent, Wagnerian  back- 
ground — the misty hills of the 
Siebengebirge, the Drachenfels, 
Godesburg and the most romantic 
reach of the castled Rhine. These 
youngsters, however, are inter- 
ested in beds for tuberculosis pa- 
tients, not crenelated towers. 

“The Hitler Youth is the highest 
hope for a decent Germany,” said 
Dr. R. T. Alexander, of Columbia 
University’s Teachers College, who 
is head of the education section of 
the Office of Military Government 
in Berlin. This is a startling state- 
ment, but the sight of these young 
men at work prepares one to ac- 
cept his explanation. “Unlike their 
elders, these young people entered 
the Nazi movement for idealistic 
reasons,” he continued. 

“They wanted a better Germany 
and a better world. They were 
grossly deceived. They know that 
now. For the moment, they are 
cynical, They are highly allergic 
to propaganda of any kind, But 
this is good. Their idealism can 
be re-awakened, They have been 
purged of false notions, and they 
will accept new ones only after the 
most careful scrutiny.” 

Yet, for the supervision of edu- 
cation at every level, Dr. Alexan- 
der was given a staff of only 70. 
The British have six times as 
many engaged in this important 
work, Only one-third of one per 
cent of the American occupation 
budget is devoted to education. 
The French publish eight text- 
books in German for each child in 
their zone; the Russians seven, 
and the British four to our one 
and a half. 

The aristocratic German pri- 
mary and secondary school system 
needs overhauling. But who is 
to do the job? Seventy per cent 
of the teachers in the American 
zone were disqualified. Elderly 


people of the Weimer generation 
were recruited to carry on, and 40 
teachers’ training schools were set 
up to turn out new instructors as 
quickly as possible, Already 20,000 
of these—qualified after a fashion 
—are on the job, They have re- 
duced the age of the average 
teacher from 60 to 50, but neither 
the old nor the young, one fears, 
will greatly change German educa- 
tional ways without more help 
from the occupation. 
Adult Educational Neglected. 


Adult education is neglected. 
Perhaps it would not do to organ- 
ize night classes for the preach- 
ing of the democratic virtues. 
But the theater and books offer 
opportunities. It is an impressive 
experience to sit in the plush 
royal box of Munich’s unheated 
Prinzregenten theater with over- 
coat collar turned up, and a muff- 
ler around one’s ears, and then, 
in the intermissions, to watch the 
audience marching briskly around 
the circular lobby to warm up a 
bit. Such audiences applaud 
American plays. 

“The Voice of the Turtle” {fs 
popular because its hero is a G.I. 
“He would not get that applause,” 
said a German, “if he were in a 
Russian or a French uniform.” 
Thornton Wilder’s “Skin of Our 
Teeth” also is drawing large 
crowds because it is deemed a 
prophecy of survival. But many 
American plays with social and 
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political content have been kept 
off the German stage by Ameri- 
can authorities, 


Yet such plays, as Beeno D. 
Frank, chief of our Theater and 
Music Control in Berlin insists, | 
are eloquent object lessons in de- 
mocracy. The same can be said 
for many an American book. The 
Russians are flooding Germany 
with clumsy plays and novels 
written especially to point up “the 
virtues of Communism and the 
false promises of democracy.” 
Most Germans laugh at such trans- | 
parent stuff. But they would be | 
impressed, according to Frank, if, 
they were given an opportunity 
to read just what Americans 
read. 

Significant plays and books—in 
cheap translations-—could be valu- 
able tools in the work of building 
a new Germany.

THE MOST essential thing about hog-killing 
time on ‘the farm is to have plenty of help on 
hand sd the task can go forward with a mini- 
mum of lost motion. If the day happens to be 
windy, as most of our winter days are, tending 
the fires is a full-time job for one man, for the 
kettles should be kept at a hard boil. Once the 
water is transferred to the scalding barrel, it 
cools rapidly; and yet this watér must not be 
too hot or it will set the hair and make the 
scraping a long and tedious task. Two men are 
needed to do the scalding and scraping, a job 
which goes fast if the water temperature is 
just right. Once the carcass is clean and the 
gambrel stick has been inserted through the 
tendons of the hind hocks, the hog is ready to 
hang on the scaffold erected for this purpose. 
This generally consists of two sets of hickory 
poles about 10 feet long, tied to form o pairs 
of scissors, across which is laid a long pole or 
rail from which the hogs are hung, An extra 
pole forms a brace at one end of the scaffold.

'M afraid this dispatch, before

opry. Not that Mrs. Annie Stein 
ever listens to ‘em, or Senator 
Charles W. Tobey of New Hamp- 
shire either. 

Mrs. Stein was a handsome 
young housewife in a checked wool 
dress and an expression as serious 
as her problem, which consists of 
keeping her two youngsters in 
food. She dropped by to tell the 
Senate Banking Committee about 
the way they gobble up the 95-cent 
beefsteak and to suggest that the 
lawmakers put the-OPA back on 
the books in a hurry. 

Nobody can tell her, she said, 
that an economic law sent the 
price of coffee up yesterday tp 
54 cents per pound.,

West opened the heart seven— 
and before we go too deeply into 
the ramifications of the defense, 
let us consider what the normal 
course of play would be. East 
puts in his heart jack, and de- 
clarer, if he knows what he is 
doing, politely concedes the trick. 
It does not do any good for East 
to make any shift, therefore let's 
suppose he returns any heart. De- 
clarer takes the king with the 
ace, or a lower heart with the 
nine, then leads a diamond. If 
West puts up the ace, he has no 
heart left to lead; if East wins 
with the king, his hand is “dead.” 
At his leisure, South knocks out 
the second diamond stopper, and 
claims his contract with an over- 
trick, 

When this deal was actually 
played, however, both East and 
West were masters, and the re- 
sult was vastly different. East, 
recognizing his partner’s lead of 
the heart seven as the highest 
card, knew two things: first, that 
declarer had the A-10-0-8 and 
second, that West would probably 
not have led a singleton even 
though East had bid the suit and 
therefore in all likelihood had 
started with two hearts. On this 
analysis, East played the heart 
SIX to the first trick! 

Declarer won with the ten of 
hearts, and since he could not 
hope for nine tricks without any 
diamonds, led that suit. East went 
right in with the ace—failure to 
do so would have wrecked the 
defense—and returned his heart 
five. THIS TIME, of course, East 
put up the jack, and drove out 
declarer’s ace. When East got in 
with the diamond king, the rest 
of the hearts were there for easy 


cashing.

‘Make the Best of a Bad Bargain” 


HE old saying about which our 

reader inquires, ‘make the best 

of a bad bargain,” was earlier 
in the form of “... a bad thing,” 
and also “...a bad market” It 
has an old-time flavor, which is 
not surprising, for it has been in 
common speech for 400 years, hav- 
ing recorded literary use as early 
as 1589. 

That first appearance in a pub- 
lished work, dating the year 1589, 
is in the “Arte of English Poesie,” 
by Puttenham, as follows: “The 
figure Paradiastole ... we call the 
Curry-Faevell, as when we make 
the best of a bad thing.” 

The idea was expressed also by 
Pepys in his Diary, undenggate of 
August 14, 1663, according to the 
calendar of the time: “I... there- 
fore am resolved to make the best 
of a bad market.” 

By the year 1670 the saying ap- 
peared as we know it today in 
Ray’s collection of Proverbs:

On the other hand, while the man 
with a larger income does not get
